Mrs. Carl Carey, .’12, and her two young sons, George, 
aged six years, and Carl Allen. Jr., aged three, are 
in the Warner hospital in a critical condition. 
The accident occurred about H :.‘I0 o’clock while 
Mrs. Carey was taking George and Janet, aged nine. 
to meet a Hamiltonban township school bus at the 
Orrtanna road. 
Stalled On Tracks 
The car stalled on the tracks within sight of the 
Carey home. Only Janet escaped from the machine 
before the 12-car train bore down on the car in the 
fog, tossed the mother and two younger children to 
the north side of the track and carried the smashed 
auto 59(1 feet down the track before coming to a stop. 
The mother, Mrs. Marian Carey, is suffering 
greatly from shock, possible fracture of the skull, 
dislocated right shoulder, lacerations of the fore­ 
head, right side of the face, right thigh and injuries 
to her feet that may involve fractures. 
Boy Seriously Injured 
George also has a possible fracture of the skull 
and cuts on the forehead. 
Carl, Jr., probably the 
most seriously injured of the three has a fracture of 
the skull and lacerations of the scalp.
